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Leader says rise needed in 2017 to meet service costs

WALSALL residents have 
been warned that council tax 
may have to rise by as much 
as 10 per cent next year. 

A cabinet meeting recommended a 
3.99 per cent increase for the 2016/17 
financial year, which will go before 
the full council. 

However, after reiterating his plans to hold 
a referendum on council tax for the 2017/18 fi¬ 
nancial year, council leader Mike Bird said the 
authority could be seeking a rise of up to 10 per 
cent. A referendum has to be held if a council 
wants to raise council tax by more than two per 
cent. 

Councillor Bird said he was looking for this 
rise as he could see no other way for the council 
to raise the money they need to complete their 
statutory duties in running certain services. 

Addressing the cabinet meeting he said: 
“Whichever person is leading this council has 
the same alternatives. 

“There is no easy option, we cannot go to the 
bank and cash a cheque. It will have to go to 
a referendum, I can’t see how we are going to 
raise the funds without a higher rate of council 
tax.” 

Fiery 

When asked afterwards what the rise could 
be, he added: “We’re looking at between six and 
10 per cent.” 

During the meeting, the cabinet also voted to 
recommend that full council raise council tax 
for 2016/17 by 3.99 per cent. 

Council tax was just one of the many issues 
touched upon during a fiery cabinet meeting. 

The Walsall Against Cuts group protested 
outside the council building both before and 
during the meeting with several angry hecklers 
inside the meeting itself. But Councillor Bird 
fought back at the protesters saying: “Sign as 
many pieces of paper as you like, we are realists 
here.” 

Despite the confrontations, the meeting was 
very much the calm before the storm as no cuts 
were officially approved, just recommended to 
be approved for when they go in front of full 
council later this month. 

These include £2 million from the adult 
social care budget and £520,000 from domes¬ 
tic waste collection with proposed alternative 
weekly collections. 

Despite the long list of cuts, Councillor Bird 
insisted that the council had been listening to 
the public which is why they were looking at 
alternatives for the proposed closure of seven 
libraries in the borough such as having un¬ 
manned libraries with swipe cards and CCTV.

Ssh! Nursery told 

A NURSERY has been told to turn 
down the volume when playing songs so 
that its toddlers can more easily engage 
in conversation. 

One of the key findings of its latest 
Ofsted inspection was that ‘unnecessary 
background noise’ prevented toddlers 
and older children from communicating 
clearly with adults and other children. 

Bosses at Music Box Nursery in Wel¬ 
lington Road, Bilston, have been told 
it ‘requires improvement’ following an 
inspection. Inspector Mary Henderson 
The Music Box Nursery concluded staff do not provide enough 



to turn down music 


opportunities for children to develop 
their listening, understanding and 
speaking skills. Managers also came 
under fire for failing to provide effective 
monitoring of staff to address weak¬ 
nesses. Ms Henderson, who inspected 
the privately-run nursery in November, 
said the quality of teaching varied. 

“Staff caring for babies and younger 
children provide a broad range of oppor¬ 
tunities to experience a language rich 
environment,” she said. “However, staff 
caring for the toddlers and pre-school 
children are sometimes less engaged. 


Furthermore, nursery rhymes some¬ 
times play so loudly in the toddler room 
that there are fewer opportunities for 
these children to consistently engage in 
conversations.” 

Music Box Nursery was also told it 
required improvement when inspectors 
visited in May. The latest report said 
progress had been made and indicated 
several ‘strengths’. These included chil¬ 
dren developing emotional attachments 
with the staff, effective feedback for par¬ 
ents and guardians and most children 
make reasonable learning progress. 


Fire leaves Legge locks 
site a burnt-out shell 



FOR around 100 years it was a hive 
of manufacturing, a production cen¬ 
tre for thousands of locks while em¬ 
ploying generations of workers. 

But now, the former Legge Locks factory 
in Willenhall stands a wreckage following 
a devastating fire which swept through the 
Stafford Street site on Saturday morning. 

The fire was so fierce flames could be seen 
coming from the windows while smoke engulfed 
the surrounding neighbours. Residents were 
told to stay indoors. A total of 12 fire crews were 
called to the scene, taking hours to bring the 
blaze under control. Still, on Sunday, crews were 
returning every two hours to check the warm 
wreckage. While investigators were still at the 
site trying to determine what had happened. 

The factory, taken over by Legge Locks in 
1888, had been unused for 15 years and the 
contents were unknown. The fire, which closed 
Stafford Street for most of the day, is believed 
to have started at around 7.40am on Saturday 
morning. Commander Steve Lees said: “It was 
quite spectacular early on, there was a lot of 
smoke which meant visibility was reduced for a 
large area of Willenhall.” 

Concerns 

It has taken longer than expected for WMFS 
to identify as a potential cause because the fire 
investigations officer could not enter the build¬ 
ing until late Saturday afternoon due to safety 
concerns. Mr Lees explained: “Due to the der¬ 
elict nature of the building and the dangerous 
conditions within, we took a cautious approach. 

“We had our fire investigation officer on scene 
but of course he wasn’t able to enter the building 
until it was safe to do so.” 

Crews stayed late into Saturday over fears 
part of the roof, which was still in tact, may have 
been on fire. They had to expose and strip away 
the remainder of the roof, according to Mr Lees. 

Despite smoke filling the skies above Willen¬ 
hall and the fire blazing for several hours, there 
were no casualties. Two crews responded to the 
fire within four minutes, but soon realised the 
extent of the blaze and more crews were called 
in. Caroline Jarratt, who lives directly opposite 
the factory, saw the blaze as she opened her 
back door after hearing a bang. She said: “I was 
on the phone to my mum when I heard a bang 
which I thought was a gunshot at first. 

“I opened the back door and could see the fire 
as well as firefighters trying to break down the 
door to the factory. They need to get ride of that 
building now, it’s disgraceful its been derelict for 
so long.”

No date set 
for building 
of residential 
home, claim 

THERE is still no starting date for the 
construction of a new residential home 
in Walsall, a councillor has claimed. 

The former Meadow House in Short 
Heath, Willenhall had been derelict for 
a number of years and a target for van¬ 
dalism and squatters before plans were 
submitted to demolish it last April. 

Under the proposals a new facility 
catering for 72 residents would be built 
alongside six new homes, creating 50 
jobs. 

However, work is yet to start and 
there is no fixed date set as to when 
it will, local councillor Ian Shires has 
claimed. 

He said: “There is still no fixed date 
for a start on construction of a new res¬ 
idential home plus six semi detached 
houses on the former Meadow House 
residential home site in Stroud Avenue, 
Short Heath for which planning permis¬ 
sion was granted last year. 

“There was much controversy when, 
following the sale of the site by Walsall 
Council back in 2011, a planning appli¬ 
cation was submitted for a secure men¬ 
tal health unit in 2012. 

“This application was eventually with¬ 
drawn, the site was sold on to new own¬ 
ers leading to the current permission for 
a new three-storey residential home and 
some much needed semi-detached family 
homes. 

“The plans are a far cry from the orig¬ 
inal application for a secure unit. 

“The new residential home will resem¬ 
ble the kind of use of the old Meadow 
House which is good news for local res¬ 
idents.” 

Hundreds join 
In protest over 
terror suspect 

HUNDREDS of people descended on 
the Portuguese Embassy in London in 
support of Black Country terror suspect 
Paramjeet Singh Saini - as his family 
met the country’s ambassador. 

Father-of-four Mr Saini is currently 
behind bars in Portugal waiting to see if 
he will face an extradition hearing. 

Indian authorities have accused him 
of being involved in the killing of a 
prominent Sikh politician and a bomb¬ 
ing campaign in the country and want 
him to return there to face charges. 

However, Mr Saini’s arrest and deten¬ 
tion while on a family holiday in the Al¬ 
garve has drawn a furious response from 
UK politicians, as he has been granted 
asylum seeker status in this country. 
Members of his family met with the 
Portuguese ambassador on Friday who 
promised them any hearing would be 
transparent. 

Upkar Singh, of the Kesri Lehar activ¬ 
ist group, said: “We successfully got Par¬ 
amjeet Singh’s family to meet with the 
Portuguese Ambassador. Portuguese 
authorities will now demand every docu¬ 
ment related to the previous case lodged 
against Paramjeet Singh in Britain by 
India. These will be compared to the cur¬ 
rent case being brought against him.” 
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Pc sacked for 
assault after 
pub trouble 

A POLICE officer from Walsall has 
been sacked by West Midlands Police 
for assaulting a member of the public. 

Pc David Mitchison was convicted 
of assaulting Stephen Hubbard after 
a fight at a pub in Walsall town cen¬ 
tre in 2014. At a special case hearing 
last Friday, he was dismissed without 
notice by the head of West Midlands 
Police, Ch Con David Thompson. 

Mr Thompson, who chaired the 
hearing, said keeping Mr Mitchison 
in his job would have undermined the 
public’s trust in the police force. 

Mr Mitchison, aged 48, who lives in 
Pelsall and worked for Walsall’s Com¬ 
munity Action Team, was on duty 
when he was called to deal with a fight 
involving two people outside the Tap 
and Tanner pub on Darwall Street. 

Mr Hubbard needed stitches to his 
head after allegedly being pushed by 
Mr Mitchison during the scuffle on 
March 9, 2014. 

Mr Mitchison was found guilty of 
assault by Birmingham Magistrates 
Court in March last year and fined 
£400, ordered to pay a victim sur¬ 
charge of £40, costs of £300 and com¬ 
pensation of £200. He lost an appeal 
against his conviction in October. 

The hearing at Balsall Heath Police 
Station in Birmingham heard how Mr 
Mitchison, who is married with chil¬ 
dren, joined the force in June 1998. 

The head of Walsall Police Sta¬ 
tion, Superintendent Joanne Clews, 
referred to several Chief Constable 
Commendations he had received. 
However, in a statement read out by 
Mr Mitchison’s federal representative 
John Tooms, she added: “I would not 
be happy if Pc Mitchison returns to 
work under my command.” 

Mr Tooms, who was speaking on 
behalf of Mr Mitchison who opted not 
to attend the hearing, said: “For the 
record Pc Mitchison accepts his con¬ 
viction for assault and he also accepts 
that having the conviction amounts to 
gross misconduct.” 

But he added that Mr Mitchison 
disputes ‘the facts with which his con¬ 
viction was based’. 

£1,700 payout 
for fly-tipper 

A FLY-TIPPER from Wednesbuiy, 
caught dumping a mattress and 
household waste in Walsall for £20 
has been ordered to pay nearly £1,700 
after being taken to court. 

Having pocketed £20 to dispose of 
a blue and white double mattress and 
two builders bags filled with assorted 
household waste, Daniel Avery, of 
Thorn Close, was caught on CCTV 
fly-tipping the waste from the back of 
his mother’s Citroen Berlingo van on 
Wallows Lane, Walsall. 

Avery pleaded guilty to fly-tipping 
at Walsall Magistrates Court on Feb¬ 
ruary 1. 

He was fined £600 and ordered to 
pay £1,031.59 costs, with a victim sur¬ 
charge of £60. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, Walsall 
Council deputy leader said: “This bla¬ 
tant kind of criminal activity shows 
a total disregard for the law abiding 
residents of Walsall.”

Hundreds of homes 
in pipeline for land 


MORE than 200 homes will be built 
on a disused former industrial site 
in Darlaston, under plans lodged. 

Land at Heathfield Lane West and 
Moxey Road will be transformed into an 
estate for 225 houses under the proposal 
submitted by Catalyst Capital. 

The site was used for brick and pottery work 
as far back as the early 20th century and cur¬ 
rently is the home of a disused factory with of¬ 
fice units among unused ground. 

The area has been described as a ‘key regen¬ 
eration site’ by the council. Councillor Doug 
James says the proposals would be great news 
for the town if granted. 

The Darlaston South councillor also said he 
believed there would be concerns from the com¬ 
munity regarding access and road usage if the 
plans do go ahead, but added he believed the 
positives outweigh the negatives. 

He said: “The area has been neglected and 
abandoned in terms of development for many 
years, so I am delighted that it has finally at¬ 
tracted a developer. Hopefully we will see work 
start sooner rather than later if planning per¬ 
mission is granted. 

Opportunity 

“I do believe that there may be concerns 
raised within the community regarding nar¬ 
row streets in the surrounding area, as well as 
increase of vehicles using the roads, however I 
believe the planning committee and the local 
police representatives can resolve those issues 
if they are brought up. 

“There will always be issues when a devel¬ 
opment of this nature is proposed but I believe 
planning bosses need to look at the benefit of 
bringing more than 200 houses to Darlaston in 
terms of our community. 

“I really hope that this can go ahead and that 
young families can take advantage of the op¬ 
portunity to get on the property ladder.” 

A previous planning application for the 
site, to build 304 houses and apartments was 
granted in 2008, did not get off the ground. 
Applicants Catalyst Capital say the firm has 
been advised that any plan submitted by them 
should be for just houses and not apartments. 

A document submitted with the application 
reads: “The previous development proposals 
include a relatively high proportion of apart¬ 
ments and we have been advised that the 
proposals are neither viable nor meet current 
market requirements.”

Deb Slade, manager of the 
council’s creative development 
team, said: “We are hoping for as 
many people to be involved as pos¬ 
sible and want to get everyone to 
sew at least one stitch.” 

It is hoped that when it is de¬ 
cided what designs will adorn 
the tapestries, sewing will com¬ 
mence in April and carry on right 


through until the autumn. The 
finished pieces will then be put on 
display in January next year via a 
tour throughout Walsall. 

The first consultation meetings 
are taking place on Saturday at St 
Mathews Centre between 11am 
to 1pm and the Arboretum visi¬ 
tor centre between 1.30pm and 
3.30pm.

The Lime Kilns on Northgate, for¬ 
merly known as the Struggling Mon¬ 
key, is currently closed as bosses wait 
to see if their application to Walsall 
council will be approved. 

They want to demolish the front and 
one of the side walls to create a ‘more 
‘traditional’ layout for the potential 
shop. The scheme would include 46 
parking spaces, with two allocated for 
people with disabilities and four cycle 
stands. 

Fencing to boost 
security at station 

HIGH fencing will be installed as 
plans to tighten security at Wednes- 
bury Police Station were approved. 

Officers reviewed security at the 
base in Holyhead Road leading to new 
plans to boost safety for staff. 

Sandwell Council’s planning de¬ 
partment has agreed to the move 
after an application was tabled by 
West Midlands Police. New fencing 
measuring more than 9ft (2.8m) high 
and a new car parking barrier will be 
installed. The force said the previous 
measures left the rear car park ‘open 
and vulnerable to attack’.

SIDDHARTHA Dhar, the British man sus¬ 
pected of appearing in the latest Islamic 
State murder video, was arrested in Lon¬ 
don in 2014. He was accused of belonging 
to the banned group Al-Muhajiroun and 
released on police bail. A few hours later 
he and his family simply hopped on a bus 
to Paris and then travelled to IS-controlled 
Syria. You may like to ponder this the 
next time some grinning security official 
confiscates your shampoo at the airport, 
or some pompous politician thunders on 
about “protecting our borders.” Dhar’s 
case is yet more proof that, whether un¬ 
desirables are coming or going, Britain’s 
borders are about as secure as a colander. 


ANYONE who remembers the drought 
of 1976 will be wary about the latest plans 
to dredge rivers to let these billions of gal¬ 
lons of unwanted flood water escape into 
the sea as quickly as possible. Come Au¬ 
gust, we may wish we’d saved a bit. 

YES, it was petty, vindictive and 
short-sighted. But the most worrying thing 
about Jeremy Corbyn’s shadow cabinet 
reshuffle was that it was agonisingly slow. 
Assuming he ever got to Downing Street, 
how would this great thinker, debater, ne¬ 
gotiator and all-round procrastinator react 
to a sudden crisis? 


FOR four days the German media ig¬ 
nored an inconvenient truth. It was that on 
New Year’s Eve a gang of up to 1,000 boys 
and men of North African or Arab appear¬ 
ance had poured into Cologne to rape, 
grope, mug and generally terrify women 
in what appeared to be a planned assault.

There 
were similar in¬ 
cidents in other 
German cities. 
A mass pro¬ 
test by women 
followed, Chancellor Merkel has 
expressed her disgust and the media 
have, at last, taken up the story (“Cologne 
inquiry into ‘co-ordinated’ New Year’s Eve 
sex attacks” - Guardian, etc). It is bad 
enough that such a thing could have hap¬ 
pened and been hushed up by the forc¬ 
es of political correctness. But it raises a 
truly terrifying question. If 1,000 alienated 
young males can organise an attack in the 
heart of a Western city for sexual purpos¬ 
es, what else might they do? 

E-CIGARETTES may soon be available 
on prescription to help smokers give up the 
habit. One of the biggest manufacturers of 
these vaping devices is British American 
Tobacco. Which means our beloved NHS 
could soon be handing millions of pounds 
of our taxes over to the fag-makers. 

SWITCHED on the radio to hear some 
totally disconnected sound-bite? I tuned 
in to catch a debate on Marks & Spencer 
where someone was “getting his teeth into 
the women’s wear issue.”

Lock-up for man in pub 
attack over £200 debt

A MAN who carried out a 
‘horrific’ attack at a Willen- 
hall pub over a £200 debt, 
leaving his victim with a 
broken jaw, has been jailed. 

Danny Aiken, 49, of Harvest¬ 
ers Way, Short Heath, was jailed 
for five years and 10 months for 
a ‘sustained’ assault on a man 
who he lent the cash to a year 
before the attack. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard how Aiken, who pleaded 
guilty to grievous bodily harm with 
intent, punched his victim to the 
ground and then kicked him and 
stamped on his head after the man 
was knocked to the ground. 

When onlookers tried to inter¬ 
vene, he told them that it was ‘per¬ 
sonal’. The incident happened at the 
Red Lion pub in Bentley, Willenhall, 
on the Wolverhampton Road in No¬ 
vember 2013. 

The attack left Aiken’s victim 
with a broken jaw, which has had to 
be operated on multiple times, and 
the court hear that to this day, he 
has problems with taste and sensa¬ 
tion in the area. 

Seizures 

The court was also told that the 
victim has started suffering from 
seizures since the attack and has 
been unable to find work in his held 
of driving due to a dependence on 
medication. 

Prosecuting, Mr Oliver Wood- 
house, said: “The pair knew each 
other from attending the same 
pub for a number of years. Nearly 
12 months prior to the night of the 
attack, Mr Aiken had borrowed the 
victim £200, which he had not yet 
had back. On that night, he had 
asked for the money back before 
telling the man to go outside. Once 
they were outside, he proceeded to 
punch him, followed by three kicks 
and two stamps to the head.” 

Defending, Mr Peter McCartney 
said that Aiken was a man of good 
character and that the attack was 
‘10 to 15 seconds of madness’. He 
said: “It is obvious that it was ex¬ 
tremely out of character.” 


Road-sweeping machine blaze alert

A MAN suffered smoke inhalation when a propane gas 
cylinder attached to a road-sweeping machine caught 
fire. West Midlands Fire Service was called to the inci¬ 
dent in Longacres, Willenhall, on Thursday January 28, 
just before 7pm. 

The man, the only person involved, was treated for 
smoke inhalation, but is not believed to be seriously in¬ 
jured. The vehicle was not moving when the fire broke 
out. It is believed the cleaning machine was being taken 
to a workshop when the fire started. 

It was 100 per cent engulfed in fire when crews from 
Willenhall fire station attended. The fire service have no 
details on the cause of the fire but insisted they were not 
investigating. It is not believed to be arson. It took crews 
90 minutes to deal with the incident. 


Alison Newey, a spokesman for the service, said that a 
thermal imaging camera was used as well two firefight¬ 
ers wearing breathing apparatus. 

She said: “We received a call at 18.59 to attend a scene 
in Longacres in Willenhall. It was a cleaning machine 
with a propane bottle attached. It wasn’t on the move, it 
was in situ in a workshop. 

“We had two breathing apparatus wearers and a ther¬ 
mal imaging camera to identify any hotspots. One adult 
was treated for smoke inhalation. Our logs don’t say 
how the fire started. The incident was closed at 20.30.” 

Willenhall fire crews took to social media site twitter 
to update residents on the fire, as well as post pictures of 
the completely burnt out machine and charred propane 
gas cylinder. 


No licence 
tearaway 
smashed 
into tree 

A TEENAGE tearaway who had 
never had a driving lesson in his life 
hurtled down a one-way street in the 
wrong direction at twice the speed 
limit, a judge heard. 

Billy Ross did not even have a driv¬ 
ing licence and had ‘panicked’ when 
spotted by police at the wheel of his 
mother’s Rover in Lichfield Road, 
Pelsall, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told. The 18-year-old - defying a 
night time doorstep curfew imposed 
as part of his police bail on an unre¬ 
lated matter - led the officers on a 
terrifying high speed chase, explained 
Mr Paul Spratt, prosecuting. 

Labourer Ross tore up to a junction 
on the wrong side of the road and 
careered past a No Entry sign into a 
one-way street. Mr Spratt said: “The 
Rover accelerated into the road reach¬ 
ing speeds of 60 mph in a 30 zone.” 

The Rover continued at high 
speed during a 10-minute pursuit 
which ended when he hit a kerb and 
ploughed into a tree in Field Road, 
Blakenall writing off the car. He 
wasn’t hurt, clambering out of the 
back into the arms of the law around 
2.40am on December 31. “The car 
suffered catastrophic damage but his 
mother never made a formal com¬ 
plaint,” concluded the prosecutor. 

Ross was taken to hospital and re¬ 
fused to give a blood sample for analy¬ 
sis to determine whether he had been 
drinking. Mr Tim Talbot-Webb, de¬ 
fending, said: “He should have been at 
home observing the police night time 
curfew but got into the car to go and 
buy some cigarettes..” 

Ross from Abbotts Street, Bloxwich 
- who had been held in detention 
since the accident - admitted danger¬ 
ous driving, failing to give a specimen, 
driving with neither insurance nor li¬ 
cence and failing to stop for the police. 

He was given eight months deten¬ 
tion in a Young Offenders Institution 
suspended for 18 months with 60 
hours unpaid work and a three-month 
electronically monitored night time 
curfew along with a 20-month driving 
ban and £400 costs. 

Manor issues 
swine flu alert 

A NUMBER of patients have been 
admitted to Walsall Manor Hospital 
with swine flu in recent weeks, bosses 
have confirmed. Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Trust stated they had treated 
people for the virus but denied there 
had been any outbreak. 

They have issued advice to people 
who were suffering flu-like symptoms. 

Jo Ellison, head of infection control 
at the trust, said: “This year’s sea¬ 
sonal influenza is predominantly the 
H1N1 (Swine flu) Strain. As with all 
winters, we are having some patients 
admitted from the community with 
influenza. The most important pro¬ 
tection people can have is to be immu¬ 
nised and we would urge anyone who 
has an underlying health concern, 
who is pregnant or over 65, to arrange 
vaccination through their GP.”

A CAR was wrecked by fire in a sus¬ 
pected arson attack in Bloxwich. 

The light blue car suffered 50 
per cent damage after it caught fire 
in Fountain Road last Tuesday at 
around 12.30pm. 

Fire crews received a 999 call and 
dispatched one crew from Bloxwich 
station to the scene. 

The crew used one hose reel jet to 
tackle the blaze before leaving the 
scene shortly before lam. 

No-one was injured but the fire ser¬ 
vice alerted police as the crew believed 
the fire could be an arson attack. 


Matthew Smith, a spokesman for 
West Midlands Fire Service, said: 
“The incident involved one private 
motor vehicle which was well alight. 

“Crews used one hose reel jet to 
tackle the blaze. 

“The car was 50 per cent damaged. 
We asked for the police attendance as 
we believe it was arson.” 

Bloxwich Fire took to social media 
to alert followers about the fire. 

The crew posted pictures of the car 
which showed the black seats in the 
back of the car having melted and 
charred. 


The pictures also show the smashed 
back window of the car which had 
shattered because of the heat. 

This suspected arson attack comes 
just a week after a car in Willenhall 
was torched in another suspected 
arson attack. 

A blue Chevrolet Spark belong¬ 
ing to 47-year-old Tina Cole was de¬ 
stroyed the previous Thursday as it 
sat on the driveway of her Trentham 
Avenue home. 

It is unknown if the two incidents 
are linked. 


Mosque and centre for 
community to be built 


A £500,000 mosque and community 
centre will be built in Walsall as part 
of revived plans. 

The Ahmadiyya Muslim Association 
has lodged a proposal to convert a disused 
warehouse in Vicarage Place into the 
mosque. 

The group had won an appeal five years ago 
to build the mosque with a minaret and com¬ 
munity centre after it was rejected by Walsall 
Council. But the time limit to start work had 
passed and a fresh planning application is now 
required to start work. 

Hundreds of people descended on the town 
hall in Walsall to oppose the plan in 2009. 

Four petitions were submitted against the 
application bearing 848 names. There were 
concerns about the location of the site and traf¬ 
fic congestion fears. 

Following the council’s refusal, an appeal 
was lodged which saw the decision over-turned 
and permission granted. Dr Azkir Siddiq, pres¬ 
ident of the Walsall branch of the Ahmadiyya 
Muslim Association, said funding issues had 
stalled progress at the site to the point. 

Crucial 

But he now said the community was ‘de¬ 
termined’ to go ahead with a project. He said: 
“These plans are still very much crucial to this 
community and to our future. We have waited 
for so long to get things moving and we have 
had to fight hard to get where we are today, 
which only makes us more determined. 

“We have had to make sacrifices to get here 
and that means we can’t give up halfway. As 
far as the controversy and opposition goes, we 
are more than happy to open a dialogue with 
anyone who has any questions about our plans, 
which are only to do good things for Walsall. 

“We want to start work as soon as we can and 
hope the re-application process goes smoothly.” 

The disused warehouse in the St Matthews 
ward has been left empty for a number of years. 
A statement attached to the application said: 
“This development takes a disused building 
and site that has been left to decay and become 
a blot on the landscape of Walsall and regen¬ 
erates it to form a mosque, community facility 
and dwelling.” 

Councillor Mohammed Arif, who represents 
the St Matthews ward and sits on the planning 
committee, said: “I would be pleased to see the 
site turned into something of benefit to the 
community.” 


Gas leak shock after supply check

A DISABLED woman discovered 
a gas leak from her meter just 
hours after it was inspected by a 
sub-contractor from her housing 
association. 

Sheila Laverie was having 
new kitchen fitted at her South 
Staffordshire Housing Associa¬ 
tion-owned property in Walsall 
Road, Great Wyrley. 

The association called out a gas 
engineer to do a safety test of the 
supply, including a check on the 


gas meter. But later that day, Mrs 
Laverie entered the house to a 
strong smell of gas. National Grid 
was called, and a gas leak was 
discovered coming from the gas 
meter, which was then replaced. 

She said: “A gas company [the 
housing association’s subcontrac¬ 
tor] came out to the property, the 
problem seemed to be fixed and I 
was told everything was okay. But 
I later noticed a smell of gas near 
the front door.” 


National Grid came out within 
a few hours of the problem being 
reported on last Tuesday night 
and found the leak. 

Mrs Laverie, aged 57, said: “ 
If I had not used the front door I 
wonder what could have happened 
because there are also three bun¬ 
galows in close proximity.” 

Richard Evans, SSHA spokes¬ 
man, said despite the meter being 
replaced, all relevant checks had 
been carried out.” 
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Retirement flats 
plan gets backing 

PLANS for 35 retirement flats in 
Aldridge have been recommended for 
approval by development officers. 

The major scheme, submitted by 
McCarthy and Stone, will see the for¬ 
mer Millington York printing works 
at 41 Leighswood Road demolished to 
make way for the three-storey site. 

There will be 20 one-bedroom flats 
and 15 two-bedrooms across three 
wings in the new building as well as a 
central courtyard. 

Some residents who live nearby 
have objected to the scheme, arguing 
the site would be ‘overdeveloped’.

The branch’s revised opening hours 
will be 8am to 7pm Monday to Satur¬ 
day and 8am to midday Sunday. 

Caroline Pritchard, Area Manager 
said: “The investment marks a com¬ 
mitment to no more branch closure 
programmes.” 

School is taken 
out of measures 

A WALSALL primary school has been 
taken out of ‘special measures’ by ed¬ 
ucation watchdog Ofsted. 

Leamore Primary School in Blox¬ 
wich has been praised for its im¬ 
provement since it was put in special 
measures in 2013. Under headteacher 
Michelle Hill, improvements have 
been made. Councillor Chris Towe, 
Walsall education boss, said “The 
strong leadership emerging from 
within Leamore has clearly played a 
big part in this recent result.”

With prices starting at around £300, Paul, 
who works in management for a systems 
maintenance infrastructure company, has 
been commissioned to produce a robot clock, 
using brass and stainless steel, for a hotel in 
Singapore which he will sell for £7,000, his big¬ 
gest sale to date. 

“The robot clock is on commission for £7,000 
and is going to a boutique hotel in Singapore 
which is being built as we speak,” said Paul. 

“It will stand in the foyer and will be the 
first thing people see when they walk in.” 

Paul says he has now made around 200 
different clocks during his spare time, all of 
which are signed by himself. 

These include the Watson, which was orig¬

inally a 1938 watt meter, the Captain Nemo 
MK II, made from an old music box casing 
from the 1850s, and the Marconi MK II, styled 
to look like an old valve radio or amplifier. 

“I only do evenings and weekends, some 
commissions can take around four to five 
months to complete. The robot clock will take 
18-months,” he added. 

“The quickest I’ve ever done one is in two 
or three evenings but that was a small, simple 
clock. “The cost is a reflection of the time and 
effort that goes into every clock. 


“Every one is different, everybody wants 
something unique to them. Hopefully some¬ 
body will come along some day and commis¬ 
sion me to do a clock that is worth £20,000. 
When people see the clocks, they will ask 
‘what is that?’ Then the second question will 
be ‘where can I get one from?’” 

Nixie tubes, which are used to display the 
time on Paul’s steampunk clocks, were hugely 
popular in the 1950s and 60s and used in 
gadgets of the time, from petrol pumps to mil¬ 
itary equipment. 


The last were made in Ukraine and Russia 
in the early 1990s, but Paul scours the inter¬ 
net for old tubes, which have a distinctive or¬ 
ange glow and each digit stacked behind the 
other within the tube. Small ones cost around 
£6 each, medium-sized ones approximately 
£30 and large ones can be bought for as much 
as £200. 

“They are not economically viable for com¬ 
panies to produce, it’s very much an old tech¬ 
nology. Its a niche market,” said Paul. 

Every clock is handmade with recycled 
equipment and original vintage items, but 
modern microprocessor technology is used to 
power the old tubes. Most are named after 
famous scientists and electrical engineers, 
such as Michael Faraday, Nikola Tesla and 
Guglielmo Marconi. 

People from all over the globe have bought 
a clock made by Paul, who remarkably doesn’t 
own one himself. 

“They’re named after 17th and 18th century 
scientists - Faraday, Tesla, Gordon - mainly 
so I know which one is which,” he added. 

Celebrating 

“I’ve done clocks celebrating birthdays, 
weddings, anniversaries and even as Christ¬ 
mas gifts. The enquires I get are from all over 
the place. 

“When people see the clocks, they really do 
sell themselves. Around 30 to 40 per cent of 
my customers are repeat customers, which has 
surprised me. 

“One guy from the United States has bought 
five off me. I’ve had people from the States 
and Singapore come over here to pick up their 
clocks. 

“Sometimes when they are going out to 
China and Singapore, I’ll use a shipping com¬ 
pany but a lot do come over to pick them up 
and see how it all works. 

“The business funds itself, a sale of a clock 
funds the parts for the next one. 

“I love building the clocks, I find it relaxing. 
I have to sell them though, otherwise I’d just 
have a house full of them. I don’t actually own 
one, but one of these days I will actually own a 
clock that I have made myself.”

Mother 'disgusted' at 
'misdiagnosis’ of son 


A MOTHER says she is ‘dis¬ 
gusted’ with Walsall Manor 
Hospital’s treatment after her 
son’s condition was misdiag¬ 
nosed for nearly three years. 

Hayley Farren was told her child 
had suffered from a hydrocele 
when he was eight-months-old 
and he would be operated on 
when he was three. 

When young Aiden Smith’s birthday 
came and went, Miss Farren returned 
to her GP and finally saw consultant 
after her son had turned four. 

She was then told Aiden did not 
have a hydrocele, which is a sack filled 
with fluid that forms around a testicle 
but he had in fact been suffering from 
a hernia. 

Miss Smith said she had managed to 
get her son in for surgery by March - 
after originally being told she was on 
a 12 month waiting list - but she was 
still very angry with the hospital. 

Suffering 

She said: “They have misdiagnosed 
the problem and it could have been 
sorted out ages ago. 

“For Aiden to go to the toilet is a 
long process and he has been consti¬ 
pated ever since his testicle first be¬ 
came swollen. Sometimes it can take 
him a week to go to the toilet and he’s 
been suffering with that since he was 
eight-months-old. 

“He should have been operated 
when he was three but we had to go 
back through our GP and then get 
referred to the hospital because we 
were forgotten about. It’s not fair how 
long Aiden has had to wait and I think 
that’s the most frustrating part.” 

Miss Farren, who also has a three- 
year-old son Kye, said it was hard to 
explain to Aiden why he was still in 
nappies when his little brother used

pants. “There’s only 10 months be¬ 
tween them,” she said. 

“My youngest is now in pants but 
I can’t let Aiden stop using nappies 
because of his condition. He does not 
know when he’s going to go so I can’t 
risk it but it’s hard trying to explain it 
to him because he’s a very bright lad.” 

Garry Perry, patient relations man¬ 


ager at Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust 
said: “We apologise for Ms Farren’s 
poor experience. We have looked into 
the issues raised and these have since 
been resolved. We welcome complaints 
as a way of improving our services and 
if Ms Farren has any further concerns 
we will be more than willing to look 
into them.”

How Lawrence left 
desert for Midlands 


FORGOTTEN images of 
Lawrence of Arabia - who 
lived and worked in Wol¬ 
verhampton after his ex¬ 
ploits in the desert - have 
been discovered at a re¬ 
cords office in Northern 
Ireland. 

British officer TE Lawrence 
was best know for his cam¬ 
paigns in the Middle East dur¬ 
ing the First World War when 
he helped promote rebellion 
against the failing Ottoman 
Empire. 

Among the photographs are two 
of Lawrence astride the motorcycle 
he was fatally injured on in May 
1935 in Dorset. He died aged 46, 
two months after leaving military 
service. 

It was his interest in motor en¬ 
gines that brought him to the Black 
Country in January 1934 to work 
at the engineering firm Henry 
Meadows in Park Lane, Fallings 
Park, where he signed himself in

as ‘T E Shaw’. He also used the 
alias ‘T E Smith’ when signing the 
visitors book at the Victoria Hotel 
in Wolverhampton but was recog¬ 
nised one night in the lounge by 
someone who had served with him 
in Arabia during the war. 

Lawrence then took refuge at 
Perry’s tea rooms in Queen Street, 
where he liked to discuss football 
and motorbikes with the other 
customers, who had no idea who 
he was. 

Importance 

At Henry Meadows, he would sit 
cross-legged on the floor, Arabi- 
an-style, working on the develop¬ 
ment of twin engine air/sea rescue 
boats for the RAF, a mission of 
national importance. He lodged at 
Henry Meadows’ home at Winder- 
mere House in Copthorne Road. 

The latest pictures to emerge 
were taken from the papers of Law¬ 


rence’s biographer, Belfast-born 
Harford Montgomery Hyde, for 
Solitary In The Ranks: Lawrence 
Of Arabia As Airman And Private 
Soldier, printed in 1977. 

Lawrence’s job during the war 
was to help prompt insurrection 
among the Arab subjects of the Ot¬ 
toman Empire. The images were 
found in the archives by Public 
Record Office of Northern Ireland 
staff member Colin Shaw. 

He said: “I subsequently found 
out that Hugh Cairns, the neuro¬ 
surgeon who tended his injuries, 
would later write a pioneering 
study entitled ‘Head injuries in 
Motor-cyclists - the importance 
of the crash helmet’, which would 
lead to the British Army ordering 
all despatch riders to wear safety 
helmets in November 1941.” 

Lawrence was a practising ar¬ 
chaeologist in the Middle East 
before he joined the Army. After 
the war he experienced difficulties 
readjusting to post-war life, and 
enlisted in the RAF. He went on 
to work for Winston Churchill and 
refused a knighthood.

display at museum 



Taking a look at the Walsall at War exhibition, collections 

officer Catherine Lister, at Walsall Leather Museum 

THE 100th anniversary of one of the heaviest air raids of 
the First World War is being commemorated in an exhibi¬ 
tion at Walsall Leather Museum. 

On the night of January 31, 1916, Walsall, Wednesbury, 
Tipton and Bradley were bombed by Zeppelins. Thirty-five 
people lost their lives including the then Mayoress Mary 
Julia Salter. Museum staff are marking the anniversary of 
that fateful night with an exhibition toWalsall’s contribu¬ 
tion to the First World War. 

Walsall at War, which will be on display at the museum 
until April 16, is centred around the shell of what is be¬ 
lieved to be one of the incendiary bombs dropped on the 
town. 

It also features weapons, medals, and souvenirs from 
the borough’s men on the frontline, Jerome K Jerome’s 
Red Cross uniform and goods produced locally by men and 
women during the war. 

Collections officer Catherine Lister said: “The Zeppelin 
strikes hit Walsall hard in more ways than one, the loss of 
life was so tragic we still remember it today.” 

Rehab visit 
prisoner in 
assault back 
behind bars 


A RECENTLY released prisoner, from Wal¬ 
sall, was back behind bars for two and a half 
years after sexually assaulting a female sup¬ 
port worker at a rehabilitation centre. 

Gary Adams touched her on the breast over her 
clothing while the pair were in the office together on 


January 6, Wolverhampto 

Mr Edward Soulsby, pros¬ 
ecuting, explained: “She 
pushed him away so that he 
could not take things fur¬ 
ther although she felt that 
he was prepared to. Sadly 
the incident has had a pro¬ 
found effect on her.” 

Adams, aged 58, had a 
longstanding problem with 
alcohol and the victim ex¬ 
plained in a statement: “I 
had spent the day trying to 
get him to stop drinking but 
he just subjected me to foul 
language. All I wanted to do 
was help and then he sex¬ 
ually assaulted me. I have 
had trouble sleeping since 
the incident and have been 
off work with stress.” 

The rehabilitation centre 
where she works helps re¬ 
leased prisoners with drink 
problems. Adams was reg¬ 
ularly drunk and abusive 
in his home town of Wal¬ 
sall and had an anti social 
behaviour order slapped 
on him in an effort to stop 


n Crown Court was told.

being such a pest but it has 
led to him being regularly 
sent to prison for breaking 
the order. 

Miss Aimee Parkes, de¬ 
fending Adams, said: “He is 
totally ashamed of himself 
after this latest incident 
which was completely out 
of character. He has never 
appeared before a court 
accused of a sexual offence 
before. He wants to stop 
drinking because he knows 
it will kill him otherwise. 
All his family have disowned 
him because of his addiction 
and he has been homeless 
for many years. He has even 
slept in skips.” 

Adams, of no fixed ad¬ 
dress, admitted sexual 
assault and breaking the 
terms of his anti-social be¬ 
haviour order and was jailed 
for 30 months by Judge Ad¬ 
vocate Michael Elsom.

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Decade behind bars for gun-toting 
dealer who rammed three police cars

A DRUG dealer has been jailed 
for more than 10 years after a 
police swoop unearthed two 
guns in a car parked outside 
his home. 

Unemployed Nathan Morris was 
arrested after being seen dealing 
drugs from his car in Church Street, 
Darlaston, on August 26. 

The 28-year-old realised he had been 
spotted, reversed at speed and rammed 
three police cars and another stationary 
vehicle in a frantic bid to escape, West 
Midlands Police revealed. Officers man¬ 
aged to stop the car and detained Morris 
while a search of the car revealed several 
wraps of drugs and two mobile phones. 

Police then raided his home in Mad¬ 
ison Avenue, Brierley Hill, where they 
discovered a large quantity of heroin and 
cocaine. They also combed a black Ford 
Mondeo parked outside for which Morris 
had the ignition key, police said. 

They found more drugs and two fire¬ 
arms - a bolt action shotgun and a 
smooth bore revolver — in the vehicle 
along with some shotgun shells. 

He changed his plea to guilty at Wol¬ 


verhampton Crown Court where he was 
due to stand trial accused of possession 
of two firearms, ammunition, heroin 
and cocaine, together with dangerous 
driving. 

Morris pleaded not guilty to all the 
offences and was remanded for trial, 
however he changed his plea at the start 


of the hearing and was sentenced to 10 
years and three months. 

Inspector Keeley Bevington, from 
Walsall Police, said: “This lengthy sen¬ 
tence shows gun and drug crime have no 
place in our communities.” 

Assistant Chief Constable Carl Foul- 
kes said: “The public are our eyes and 


ears in our long-term plan to tackle gun 
crime and I want to appeal directly to 
our communities to contact us with any 
information you have about gun and 
gang crime.” Scores of crooks from the 
Black Country were jailed after a six- 
week blitz on crime, police revealed this 
week. Officers in Sandwell have issued 


their thanks to members of the public 
for their help in bringing the criminals 
to justice as part of the Safer Six cam¬ 
paign. West Midlands Police said a total 
of 64 arrests were made in a crackdown 
in spring last year which was specifically 
aimed at tackling suspected drug deal¬ 
ers. 


TV licence 
call by MP 
to over 75s 

WALSALL MP David Winn- 
ick has advised residents 
aged over 75 not to pay their 
licence fee. 

Those over 75 are cur¬ 
rently exempt from the fee 
but the BBC are set to urge 
pensioners to pay. 

Mr Winnick says this sit¬ 
uation has arisen because 
‘the present government 
has put the costs involved 
onto the BBC’ but he says 
the corporation should have 
resisted and ‘made clear the 
responsibility is on the Gov¬ 
ernment alone’. 

He said: “The Tories 
promised at the last elec¬ 
tion that, amongst the con¬ 
cessions introduced by the 
Labour government, includ¬ 
ing the exemption from the 
television licence for this 
particular age group, would 
continue. Having made that 
promise, ministers should 
accept that the costs should 
fall on the Government and 
not on the BBC. 

“The BBC should now go 
back to the Treasury and 
re-negotiate the arrange¬ 
ment made since the elec¬ 
tion.”

Salsa dancer Norma’s 
new smile would get a ‘ten from Len’ 


A PICTURE snapped at a dance 
group’s farewell party to mark 
a friend’s departure to Jamaica 
showed more than what vivacious 
Norma Aston was expecting. 

As the well-wishes were made and 
memorable dancing stories exchanged 
amongst members of the Uksalsafeet 
classes at Willenhall’s Chart Centre, the 
cameras and smart phones did their work.

confidence in us that his clinic would be able 
to do the job well. But I had one searching 
question that was really important to me. I 
told him ‘I know my wife’ and then asked: 
‘Will she still be the same after the work is 
completed?’ 

“Steven was very reassuring and told me 
she would look the same, but with better 
teeth. We were never pressured and told 
to go away and think things through before 
making a decision.”

SWAGGERING onto the 
scene come a new gang of 
hip indie rockers, who draw 
on the glam traditions of 
Bowie and Bolan with the 
swashbuckle of Suede. 

Welcome then, Telegram, an An- 
glo-Welsh quartet who are currently 
causing a stir on the London scene 
and try to live up to the hype with their 
dashing debut Operator. 

The album perhaps promises more 
than it delivers but it is never less than 
entertaining. Singer Matt Saunders 
sounds like a Welsh Bryan Ferry, cir¬ 
ca Virginia Plain, while the guitars and 
drums crash with the casual abandon 
of The Libertines or Palma Violets. 

A Roxy Music comparison is not too 
far-fetched as two of the group were 
once in a tribute band called Proxy 
Music. Quirky Welsh outfit Super Furry 
Animals may also be an influence. 

Highlights include forthcoming sin¬ 
gle Taffy Come Home, Aeons with its 
echoes of The Who and early Pink 
Floyd, and the driving Jam-like bonus 
track Have It Your Way. 

Find out what all the fuss is about at 
The Hare and Hounds in Kings Heath 
tonight (Thu) before they put up the 
venue full sign. 

The Canadian folk singer-songwriter 
Basia Bulat embraces an atmospheric 
pop/rock sound on her fourth album 
Good Advice, and the venture is an 
unqualified success. 

Her friend and collaborator Jim 
James, of Kentucky rockers My Morn¬ 
ing Jacket, is at the controls and has 
helped her craft an album that starts 
well and gets even better. 

With a voice that is strong and con¬ 
fident, yet has a vulnerable tone, Bulat 
straight away proves her pop creden¬ 
tials with La La Lie, which is then sur¬ 
passed by Fool. 

Her influences are hard to pin down, 


and that can only be a good thing, the 
sign of a highly original talent. 

On the album’s final two tracks, The 
Garden and Someday Soon, she raises 
her game again on a blissful high. 

You may have already heard the mu¬ 
sic of Stephanie Kirkham without real¬ 
ising it as her catchy tune Easy As 123, 
featured on new album Tiny Spark, 
has been used to advertise Peugeot 
and EDF. Sweet-voiced singer Kirkham 
is a maker of relentlessly upbeat folk- 
pop, festooned with ukulele, flute and 
xylophone. It is sugary but only a cur¬ 
mudgeon could deny her charm or in¬ 
deed her optimism. 

The Lancastrian singer-songwriter 
had a brush with fame before but her 
original record deal fell through and 
there has been a ten year gap between 
her second and third albums. 

Cherry Red Records have come up 
with another essential selection for 
fans of 1960s music under their RPM 
imprint, Looking Stateside: 80 US 


R&B, Mod, Soul & Garage Nuggets. 

Collectors have plucked three CD’s 
worth of vinyl rarities taking in dance 
crazes, stomping instrumentals, soul 
groovers and garage rock, and the 
vast majority are gems for fans of the 
swinging 60s. Highlights on disco one 
include the feisty females Georgia Lynn 
(Sugar Shack Queen), Millie Foster 
(Love Wheel) and bluesy belter Little 
Gigi (Take The Bitter With The Sweet). 

Disc two is straight up top-notch 
Northern Soul from such as Chuck 
Jackson, Timi Yuro, Joe Tex, Shei¬ 
la Ferguson (pre-Three Degrees), in¬ 
cluding the showstoppers I’ve Got To 
Keep Movin’ by Charles Lamont & The 
Extremes, Put That Woman Down by 
John Leach and Can’t Live Without You 
by The Jaywakers.

Cuba gets caught up 
in controversial case 


T hroughout most of 1995, the US 
was hooked by the lengthy, 
televised trial of OJ Simpson, the 
American football legend who stood 
accused of murdering his wife Nicole 
Brown Simpson and her friend Ronald 
Goldman. 

It was even dubbed the ‘trial of the 
century; which may seem a little 
overblown until you consider how the 
case seemed to raise much bigger 
questions than whether or not Simpson 
was innocent, touching on race and 
celebrity culture. 

And it’s becoming a talking point all 
over again thanks to the new drama 
series The People v OJ Simpson: 
American Crime Story, which has been 
picking up rave reviews since it began 
airing in the US earlier this month.

People v OJ Simpson is a fascinating 
and totally absorbing dramatisation of a 
case seared into the public 
consciousness. It is a case that you 
might think you know all about - but 
believe me, you don’t know the half of 
it...” 

In particular, the series looks at the 
legal teams who were battling to either 
convict or acquit Simpson, showing 
how the prosecution’s over-confidence, 
some shrewd work by the defence 
team, and the Los Angeles Police 
Department’s history with the city’s 
African-American community all played 
a part in the eventual verdict. 

If the fascinating true-life story wasn’t 
enough to hook you in, the series is 
executive produced by Ryan Murphy, 
whose previous credits include Glee 
and American Horror Story, and boasts 
an incredible cast, including Cuba 
Gooding Jr as OJ Simpson, and John 
Travolta and David Schwimmer as 
defence attorneys Robert Shapiro and 
Robert ‘father of Kim’ Kardashian. 

The cast are all aware of the 
responsibility involved in portraying real- 
life characters, but they have chosen to 
approach it in different ways. 


Selma Blair, who plays Kardashian’s 
wife Kris, met her real-life inspiration, 
and struck up a friendship - Kris even 
volunteered to dig out her 1990s 
clothes for the actress to wear on 
screen. 

Chief prosecutor Marcia Clark didn’t 
make actress Sarah Paulson a similar 
offer - instead she apologised that 
Paulson was going to have to adopt her 
hairstyle, which came in for a surprising 
amount of comment during the trial. 

However, one person who didn’t want 
to meet their real-life counterpart was 
Gooding Jr. He told the New York Post: 

“I didn’t reach out to [Simpson’s] kids. I 
didn’t reach out to him. I didn’t want a 
definitive opinion of his guilt or 
innocence.” 

But he has said that the series has 
brought it home to him that whatever 
you believe, the Goldmans and the 
Browns still suffered a devastating loss, 
and should not be forgotten. 

The first episode offers another 
reminder, as the victims’ bodies are 
discovered. The LAPD quickly link the 
killings to Simpson, although his fame 
leaves them unsure how to proceed.

“There is pressure on everyone but I just try to 
forget about it and focus on what I can do. 

“This would be my first Paralympics and ob¬ 
viously it will be a bigger competition but at the 
same time it will be the same as all the others 
really.” 

Experience 

The Thailand camp was organised to keep the 
British team focused and also to prevent swim¬ 
mers catching common colds and coughs associ¬ 
ated with British winter. 

Kearney, who suffers with primary generalised 
dystonia - a condition which affects her limbs, 
said the camp had been a great experience that 
had brought the whole team closer together. 

She said: “Thailand went really well and it was 
a really good camp. 

“We all worked hard and the experience itself 
was brilliant. There was a lot of team bonding. 

“It was great to be able to get away from 
everything and it also helped bring everyone to¬ 
gether as a team. 

“We were staying in a fantastic facility and we 
were able to just completely focus on our swim¬ 
ming.” 

Qualifiers for the British Paralympic team will 
take place in Glasgow’s Tollcross International 
Swimming Centre from April 23 to 27.

“To be fair to George, this was an 
opportunity he could not turn down,” 
said Bucks assistant boss Larry Cham¬ 
bers. “We spoke to him, to his agent and 
both parties agreed for him to go. This is 
something which could completely trans¬ 
form his lifestyle.” 

Bowerman came through the youth 
academy at Walsall and made his debut 
for the club in a League Cup clash 
against Middlesbrough in August 2011.

SOME bad fortune together 
with opponents who executed 
a game plan to perfection cost 
Saddlers dear - but no-one 
said winning promotion to the 
Championship was going to be 
easy. 

This was one of those occasions 
where, even before a ball had been 
kicked, you just sensed it wasn’t going 
to be Walsall’s day. 

On a cold, wet and windy afternoon, Saddlers 
fans who braved the elements arrived at the 
Banks’s to discover rookie goalkeeper Liam Rob¬ 
erts was making his debut. 

With number one Neil Etheridge ruled out with 
a gashed knee, deputy Craig MacGillivray injured 
his shoulder in training on Friday, meaning the 
21-year-old stopper was thrust into the limelight. 

But the performance of the talented youngster 
proved to be one of few positives on what turned 
into a disappointing day. 

Walsall’s bad luck started when they lost the 
coin toss and were forced to shoot towards their 
own supporters for the first half. 

Tempo 

It meant Millwall had the advantage of the 
strong winds after the interval - a decision that 
proved to be vital. 

For the opening 45 minutes, the Saddlers were 
in control with the exception of a brief spell in 
which Roberts made three excellent saves. They 
played at a high tempo, won the second ball high 
up the pitch and made it difficult for Millwall to 
get out of their half. 

The Saddlers were guilty of not creating 
enough clear chances yet Anthony Forde saw a 
strike cannon off the bar and Rico Henry saw a 
cross-come-shot hit the post. 

Nobody would have complained if, after the 
hour, Walsall were three goals ahead. 

The conditions though ensured Sean O’Dri- 
scoll’s men couldn’t move the ball with the same 
urgency after the re-start. And with the weather 
against them, they were undone by some real 


quality. For Millwall’s first, Wolves loanee Jed 
Wallace sent in the kind of a cross strikers dream 
about, with Lee Gregory making no mistake from 
close range. 

Mahlon Romeo then ensured he had a debut to 
remember by unleashing a thunderous strike into 
the bottom corner. 

Those goals came after the Saddlers had seen 
star striker Tom Bradshaw forced to make way 
with an ankle injury before Gregory then made 
it 3-0. 

But while Walsall had dominated possession, 
this was no snatch and grab. Millwall set up to 
withstand heavy pressure and they dug deep and 


worked hard to ensure when they needed some 
luck, it came their way. Boss Neil Harris revealed 
he had been looking forward to this game since 
the Saddlers won at The Den on Boxing Day - 
with his long-standing plan coming to fruition. 

For Walsall, fans were left frustrated at their 
team’s lack of guile in the final third, as O’Dri¬ 
scoll again opted to field Henry as a left-winger 
with Milan Lalkovic kept on the bench. 

The boss has set his team the challenge of tak¬ 
ing 10 points from each batch of five games. Vic¬ 
tory at Crewe on Saturday will ensure that target 
is achieved and that the dream of promotion is 
still well on track. 


Home form 
no concern 
insists boss 

BOSS Sean O’Driscoll insists he has 
no concerns over Walsall’s home form 
despite his side falling to a 3-0 defeat 
against Millwall. 

The Saddlers dominated the opening 
hour of Saturday’s League One clash 
but paid the price for not taking their 
chances when Lee Gregory netted a 
brace and Mahlon Romeo scored a debut 
goal. 

The result means O’Driscoll’s side 
have taken just one point from their 
last three games at the Banks’s Stadium 
after drawing with Blackpool and losing 
to Rochdale. 

In total, Walsall have lost five league 
games this season, with four of those 
coming at home. But O’Driscoll believes 
it’s nothing to be worried about. 

“It’s only an issue if the media make 
it an issue - it is one of those things that 
gets built up into something,” the head 
coach said. 

“Rochdale, credit it to them, did a job 
on us. We should have beaten Blackpool 
- it was just a last minute free-kick that 
cost us. 

“Millwall, if we had walked in 3-0 up 
at half-time nobody would have com¬ 
plained. 

“We have to put things into perspec¬ 
tive. Every five games we are trying to 
get 10 points. We have got seven out of 
12. The previous five games we got 10 
points. We are still right on track.” 

O’Driscoll is hopeful Tom Bradshaw 
will be fit to face Crewe after the striker 
came off against Millwall with an ankle 
knock. 

“Before half-time he hurt his ankle,” 
the boss added. 

“He wanted to go out and play but he 
wasn’t moving well. Common sense pre¬ 
vailed and he came off. 

“We have a free week now so hopefully 
he will be okay for Crewe.”
